The computer image file is deemed objectionable because it tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of children for sexual purposes. 

The file consists of a close-up image showing a prepubescent girl in a brief string bikini. She 
stands on a riverbank facing the camera. The image shows the girl’s body from her neck to mid- 
thigh level. The camera is below the girl and is aimed upwards at her body, with an obvious focus 
on her crotch. The image is intended to satisfy the sexual interest of the photographer. Its 
availability is likely to encourage this sexual interest and perpetuate the belief that children may be 
used for adult sexual gratification. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. Flowever, this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention and is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. The 
classification reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect its young and 
vulnerable members from sexual exploitation.
